General Description:

This bill modifies provisions relating to the information the Senate receives regarding
gubernatorial judicia appointees.
Highlighted Provisions:

Thishbill:

» requiresthe governor to provide the Senate Judicial Confirmation Committee with
the same information provided the governor by the Judicial Nominating
Commission,

» requiresthe governor to provide any letters received regarding the judicial appointee
unless the letter directs that it may not be shared; and

» establishes that the Senate Judicial Confirmation Committee may classify records it
receives from the governor as private in accordance with Section 63-3-302.

Be it enacted by the Legidlature of the state of Utah:

Section 1. Section 67-1-2 is amended to read:

67-1-2. Sending list of gubernatorial nomineesto Senate and to Office of
L egislative Research and General Counsel.

(1) Unlesswaived by amajority of the president of the Senate, the Senate majority
leader, and the Senate minority leader, 15 days before any Senate session to confirm any
gubernatorial [rominees;] nominee, except ajudicial appointment, the governor shall send to

each member of the Senate and to the Office of Legidative Research and General Counsel:

(a) alist of each nominee for an office or position made by the governor in accordance
with the Utah Constitution and state law; and

(b) any information that may support or provide biographical information about the
nominee, including resumes and curriculum vitae.

(2) When the governor makes a judicial appointment, the governor shall immediately

provide to the president of the Senate and the Office of Legidative Research and General
Counsdl:
(a) the name of the judicial appointee; and

(b) thejudicial appointee's:
(i) resume;

(ii) completefile of all the application materials the governor received from the

Judicial Nominating Commission; and

(iii) any other related documents, including any |etters received by the governor about

the appointee, unless the letter specifically directs that it may not be shared.

S (3) THE GOVERNOR SHALL INFORM THE PRESIDENT OF THE SENATE AND THE OFFICE OF
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH AND GENERAL COUNSEL THE NUMBER OF LETTERS WITHHELD
PURSUANT SUBSECTION (2)(b)(iii).
